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posed: " Against change of county line." The vote
shall be canvassed in. the -same manner, and returned
to the same officers by judges of election of the seve-
ral townships, as votes for State officers.

SEO. 3. The county officers in Todd and Morrison
counties, to whom such returns <irc made, shall, within
twenty days after said election, canvass the votes re-
turned for and against said change of county line, and
shall forthwith certify the result of such canvass to tho
Governor, who, if it appears that a majority of the
voters in said counties, voting at said election, arc in
favor of n chango of county line, shall make procliima-
tion thereof, by publishing in a newspaper of Saint
Paul, that the change proposed by this act bos been
ratified by a majority of the voters of Todd and Mor-
rison counties, voting at said election.

SEC. 4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
this act, arc hereby repealed.

SEC. 5. This act shall take effect and bo in force
from and after its passage.

time within one year from the passage of this net, by
giving notice thereof at least four weeks in any news-
paper published in Sauk Rapids or St. Cloud; and
when, the stock in said company has been taken in good
faith, to an amount not less than twenty thousand dol-
lars, the proceedings thereafter shall conform in all re-
spects to the provisions of the act to which this is an
amendment.

SEC. 2. Be it farther enacted, That the term struc-
tures, in the eight section of said act, 'shall bo con-Daflnitlon ^ ^
strued to include the power and authority to erect n
bridge across the Mississippi, on, above or below the
falls at Sauk Rapids, "if, in the opinion of said com-
pany, such a structure" will facilitate or further its
business or object, and said company may charge and
receive reasonable tolls for travel over such bridge, to
be regulated and collected, as fixed by its by-laws.
